EATING OUT 


Eating out in Johor Bahru is always enjoyable because 
you can obtain a wide variety of Western and Asian dishes 
at reasonable cost. And the quality of the food may be 
judged by the fact that many Singaporeans, who live on an 
island nation well-known for its gastronomic delights, often 
come over to Johor Bahru on weekends to sample the local 
cuisine. 


All the major hotels in Johor Bahru offer good Western 
food. In recent years there has also been an increase in 
the number of Western-style fast food outlets. But the 
visitor is more likely to want to taste local dishes. As in 
many other Malaysian states, the ethnic mix in Johor is 
such that cooking styles have been influenced by a variety 
of cultural traditions. Apart from Chinese, Malay and Indian 
foods there are also local variations which have evolved 
from traditional Javanese methods and the innovations of 
the locally-born Nyonya Chinese. 


The local habit of eating out (especially in the evenings) 
also works in favour of the visitor. Roadside stalls are 
numerous and offer an almost endless variety of dishes to 
choose from. Malaysians are discriminating eaters and 
competition between stall operators to produce the best 
food is therefore very keen. The two main places where 
you will find large numbers of food stalls are the Tepian 
Tebrau Stalls in Jalan Skudai along the sea front and 
the stalls next to the central market. 


Almost every major town in Malaysia has its own specialty. 
Johor Bahru is certainly no exception. The state capital is 
noted for its fresh seafood, especially oysters, prawns, 
fried cuttlefish, chilli crab and steamed crab. The more 
adventurous might also like to try sea cucumber. Other 
dishes include the Laksa Johor (Spaghetti) and lontong 
(rice cubes), both served in spicy coconut milk gravy.

Masjid Sultan Abu Bakar 
This mosque, said to be one of the most 
beautiful in Malaysia, was completed in 
1900, a few years after the death of the 
Sultan it is named after. The mosque, 
which took eight years to build, can 
accommodate 2,000 worshippers. 
It is located on spacious 
grounds not far from the 
Istana Besar overlooking 
Selat Teberau. 


















The Royal Mausoleum 

This Mausoleum in Johor Bahru has been the final resting 
place of members of the Johor Royal family since the capital 
was moved from Teluk Belanga in Singapore. Its Muslim 
architecture blends well with that of the Abu Bakar mosque. 
The Mausoleum is not open to the public, but there are 
some impressive Muslim tombs in the grounds surroundings 
it.

PLACES OF INTEREST 


There are a wide variety of things to do and places to 
see in Johor. Johor Bahru has a number of interesting 
historical buildings and handicraft centres. Outside the 
state capital at the Ulu Tiram Estate it is possible to see 
rubber being tapped and processed. Those who prefer 
to bask in the tropical sun can choose between the 
well-known beach resort at Desaru and the unspoilt 
beauty of islands such as Pulau Rawa, Pulau Sibu, 
Pulau Besar which lie a few kilometres off the east 
coast. 


The Causeway 

Entering Johor Bahru from Singapore involves travelling 
across the Causeway which links the two cities. Completed 
in 1924 after four years work, the Causeway is 1056 
metres long and extends to a depth of 23 metres below 
the water level. In January 1942 the British Army demo- 
lished part of it as invading Japanese forces prepared to 
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some impressive Muslim tombs in the grounds surroundings 
it. The mausoleum is located along Jalan Muhamadiah. 


The Holiday Plaza 

This modern shopping complex in Jalan Dato Sulaiman, 
Century Garden, has an unusual design. Almost every 
tenant on its three floors has prime space opening out onto 
the pedestrian mall or the road_The x alsoincludes . 
a large cinema, a medical centre, a night club, banks and 

a children's playground. A hawkers centre and a number 

of fast food outlets cater to shoppers. Syarikat Sri Mawar, 

a small Malay shop located in the centre of the complex, 
offers a variety of genuine Malay handicraft items for sale. 


The State Secretariat Building/Bangunan Sultan 
Ibrahim 

Still dominating the Johor Bahru skyline, despite the 
appearance of highrise buildings in recent years, is the 
square tower of the massive State Secretariat Building. 
Completed in 1940, the building is located on a hill called 
Bukit Timbalan. It also houses the State Secretariat as well 
as State Offices. Visitors may find the Grand Hall of parti- 
cular interest. 


Istana Bukit Serene 

This palace, completed in 1933, is the current residence of 
the Sultan of Johor. Beautiful gardens surround the building 
and a spectacular 32 metre tower is a city landmark. The 
gardens also feature His Highness' orchid garden and a 
collection of vintage cars. Visitors are not permitted into the 
palace grounds. 


Handicraft Centres 

Johor Bahru has several handicraft centres. The Johor 
Area Rehabilitation Organization (JARO) maintains a shop 
in its new building in Jalan Waterworks where visitors can 
purchase a variety of goods such as baskets, soft dolls 
and other handicrafts made by handicapped persons. In 
addition, the Johor Craftown Handicraft Centre at 36, 334 
miles Jalan Skudai, off Jalan Abu Bakar, offers hand- 
drawn batik cloths, batik paintings, straw mats and other 
goods for sale. 


At Sri Ayu Batik Industries, located at 136 Jalan Perwira 

Satu, Taman Ungku Tun Aminah it is possible to watch à 
batik-making demonstration as well as Kain Songket and 
copper tooling. The Kukup traditional village at No. 7 Kg 
Teluk Kerang is also worth a stop, if you wish to observe 
kampong life and the making of cottage handicrafts. 
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spend the night and take full advantage of the fresh moun- 
tain air. A restaurant serves both Chinese and European 
food. There are also food stalls. A camping site has been 
opened for the young and adventurous. Enquiries can be 
made through the Assistant State Secretary of Local Govern- 
ment, State Secretariat, Johor Bahru (Tel: 07-231 132/3/4/5) 
There are a number of historical grave yards in Kota 
Tinggi, the famous being Kampong Kelantan, Makam Tun

Johor Lama 


Today Johor Lama (old Johor) is a quiet village 19 kilometres 
from Kota Tinggi on the banks of the Johor river. However, 
after the fall of Melaka it became the royal capital of the 
Sultans of Johor until the final destruction of the town fort in 
1587. 


Desaru 
This stretch of beach, formerly surrounded by virgin 
jungle, was opened up as a tourist resort by the Johor 
enggara Development Authority (Kejora). The resort is 
linked to Kota Tinggi by a modern highway and has two 
first class hotels as well as beach chalets for rental. A 36 
hole international-type golf course has also been built and 
there are facilities for day visitors. On weekends hawker 
stalls on the normally quiet beach, cater for an influx of 
day trippers. There are also facilities for sports such as 
tennis and canoeing.

Muar 

Muar is a picturesque town popular for its delicious and 
inexpensive foodstalls and restaurants. Also known as 
Bandar Maharani, the town bears a striking resemblence 
to Melaka geographically, culturally and in terms of their 
interconnecting historical and commercial roles. Take a 
stroll along the tree-lined river side at Tanjong. From 
Muar, visitors can go to the waterfalls at the foot of Mount 
Ophir (Gunung Ledang) near Sagail. There is also a hot 
spring at Sungai Balang on the way to Batu Pahat.

Aw Pottery 

The Aw Pottery near Air Hitam has long been a favourite 
with both local and foreign tourists. Its brick kiln, built to a 
Chinese design, is 48 metres long and produces around 
2,000 individual pieces of pottery at each firing. The 
Minangkabau showroom displays a wide variety of pottery 
for sale. Visitors are welcome to wander through the studio 
behind the showroom to watch the potters at work. 


Endau Rompin Park 

Located on the border between Johor and Pahang, this 
park is not for the casual visitor. But those who feel they 
would enjoy an adventurous trip past mangrove swamps 
and mud flats to the unspoilt beauty beyond the head- 
waters of the Endau river should contact the Tourist Informa- 
tion Centre in Mersing or Johor Bahru. Entry permits are 
required to enter the area.

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A BRIEF BACKGROUND 


Johor is the second largest State in Peninsular Malaysia, 
comprising 18,941 sq. km. and has a population of 
1,600,946 (1980). It is situated within latitude 1920'N to 
2”35'N longitude 102?40'E to 100?16'E. It is bounded 
on the North by the State of Pahang, West by Melaka and 
Negeri Sembilan and South by the Johor Straits and 
connected to Singapore by a Causeway. 


Johor has a long and proud history. It was ruled by the 
Melaka Sultans after the fall of Melaka in 1511 by the 
Portuguese. Sultan Mahmud Shah II was the last of the 
Johor branch of the Melaka Royal Line. He died in 1699 
at Kota Tinggi as Marhum Kota Tinggi Mangkat Dijulang. 


The Father of Modern Johor is Sultan Abu Bakar who 
moved the Capital of Johor from Telok Belanga to Johor 
Bahru in 1866. He introduced western methods of 
administration and gave Johor the first Constitution ever 
to be presented to a Malay State. He was a close friend 
of Queen Victoria and was recognised as Sultan of Johor. 
He spent some of his time visiting Europe and Asia and 
brought home vast treasures which can be seen at Istana 
Besar in Johor Bahru. The Istana Besar will be converted 
into a Royal Museum shortly. 





ECONOMY 


Johor's economy is a diverse mixture of agriculture, 
industry, commerce and tourism. Travelling north through 
Air Hitam and Yong Peng visitors can see numerous 
rubber and palm oil plantations, which make up the back- 
bone of the state's thriving economy. Other products 
derived from the hinterland include pineapples, pepper 
and bauxite. Timber is also an important export. 


ACCOMMODATION 


Johor is well served with hotels to suit a variety of tastes 
and budgets. Visitors will also be pleasantly surprised to 
find that top class hotels in Johor Bahru are competitively 
priced compared to those of Singapore and Kuala 
Lumpur. Those who wish to stay in Johor Bahru may 
choose to stay at one of the city's luxury hotels such as the 
New Holiday Inn, the Tropical Inn, the Merlin Tower, the 
Johor Bahru Merlin and the Rasa Sayang. 


The other major towns to the north, such as Batu Pahat, 
Kluang, Kota Tinggi, Segamat, Muar and Mersing, also 
have a range of good hotels. The beach resort of Desaru 
offers visitors a choice between the luxurious Desaru View 
Hotel and the popular Merlin Inn and more rustic chalets 
and camping facilities.
